No. 48-Pres,/59,— The President is pleased to award the 
Police Medal for gallantry to the undermentioned officer of 
the Uttar Pradesh Police; —

Shri Mohammad Ullah Khan, Constable No. 135, Civil 
Police, District Shahjahanpur, Uttar Pradesh. 


Statement of Services for which the Decoration has been 
Awarded 

On the 23rd August, 1955 Constable Mohammad Ullah 
Khan, while on patrol and process service duty in village 
Patna Dcckali, Police Station Paraur, District Shahjahanpur, 
received information that an armed gang of da coifs was 
biding in the nearby jungle of Girdhari Nava with a view 
to committing dacoity on persons going that way to the Mela 
of Patna Deokall. Constable Mohammad Ullah Khan quickly 
collected two gun licensees with their arms, and other 
villagers, and deployed them at suitable point* near the 
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place where the dacoits had assembled. On spotting the 
Constable’s party, the dacoits challenged them and opened 
fire. Constable Mohammad LJUah Khan, seeing that members 
of his party were wavering seized the gun of olie of the 
licensees and himself fired two rounds wounding one of the 
dacoits. He also directed the olhet licensee to fire. As a 
result of the injury Lo one of then comrades and the 
continuous fire from the constable's party the dacoits fled. 
Constable Mohammad Ullali Khan then uiged the villagers 
to chase the dacoits and to surround the held through which 
they were making a getaway. This resulted in the arrest of 
4 of the 5 dacoits and in llic recovciy of two guns and a 
quantity of ammunition. The four dacoits were found to 
have had previous convictions and one of them was the 
notorious Ganga Din alias Prakash Babu of Farrukhabad 
District, who had escaped from the Fatehgarh District Jail, 

In this encounter Constable Mohammad Ullah Khan 
exhibited commendable initiative and coinage and leadership 
of a high order. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4 (i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Polite Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible to 
officers of and below the lank of Inspector of Police.
